Delegates Said to Have Left Lon- 
don After Luncheon With 
Churchill. 

LONDON, Sept. 19 (AP). — The 
United States and British missions 
to Moscow were reliably reported 
tonight to have left for the Rus- 
sian capital. 

The missions, which will join in 
three-Power conferences ‘to co-or- 
dinate the war effort against Ger- 
many, had luncheon with Prime 
Minister Churchill today. 

W. Averell Harriman heads the 
American group, while the Minister 
of Supply, Lord Beaverbrook, heads 
the British delegation.

was accidental and not the result 
of sabotage. An agent of the 
Springfield, Ill., office of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation was 
sent to the plant to make a pre- 


jliminary investigation. 


Irwin had gone to work -at 6:30, 
about an hour before the explo- 
sion He was aloné in’ the building. 
Fritz Arnold, foreman of the nitro- 
glycerin department, had just left 
the building, -to chase squirrel 
hunters off the premises, and was 
several hundred yards away when 
the explosion occurred, He was 
uninjured. 

The blast left a crater 75 feet in 
diameter and 25 feet deep where 
the one-story neutralizing building 
had stood, stripped bark from 
trees within a 300-foot radius, and 
blew the roof off the company’s 
refrigeration plant about 300 feet 
away. Damage was estimated at 
$25,000. 

It was the second explosion of 
the neutralizing shed in the past 
year, Last Oct. 23 two employes 
were killed in a similar explosion, 
which broke windows within «4 
seven-mile radius. * 

A number of windows in Graf- 
ton were broken in today’s explo- 
sion, but no damage was reported 
in nearby communities. The air 
concussion was felt in parts of the 
St. Louis area.

BERLIN, Sept. 19 (AP).—A spe- 
cial communique from Adolf Hit- 


ler’s headquarters today said the 
Germans had taken more than 1,- 
800,000 Russian prisoners in the 
war so far and said as many, and 
probably more, Russian soldiers 
had been killed. 
The (Germans acknowledged 
losses in the first two months of 
the vast struggle—through Aug. 
2i—of only 84,554 dead, 292,690 
wounded and 18,921 missing in the 
army, and 1542 killed, 3980 wounded 
and 1378 missing in the air force. 
This is a total casualty list of 
402,865, the first statement of 
losses the German high command 
has made since the invasion began 
almost three months ago. . 


Thus, the first two months of 
war against Soviet Russia cost 
Germany almost exactly twice as 
many soldiers and airmen killed 
and wounded as it lost in all other 
prior campaigns of the war com- 
bined, by the German high com- 
mand’s own statistics. 

Before the invasion of Russia, 
Germany had acknowledged these 
aggregate losses: 42,322 killed, 148,- 
781 wounded, 27,440 missing. 

For reasons unexplained, the 
numbers missing in the invasion of 
Russia are only about two-thirds 
the numbers missing altogether 
in Poland, Norway, France, the 
Balkans and Crete.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
Three merchant ships of the Alcoa 
fleet were under Federal requisition 
today and the Government was 
ready to seize others as a dispute 
between seamen and owners over 
war bonuses threatened to develop 
into a general strike. 

Fourteen ships of six companies! 
were reported tied up by strikes; 
last night including the three ves- 
sels seized, the Alcoa Trader, Al- 
coa Banner and Alcoa Scout, owned 
by a subsidiary of the Aluminum 
Co. of America. 

The strike was called Saturday 
by the Seafarers’ International 
Union (AFL) to enforce demands 
for increased bonuses for war-zone 
travel. No specific amounts were 
asked, except for a $60 monthly 
bonus for travel in the' West In- 
dies, which would thus become 4 
War zone, asare Canadian waters, 
where a dollar-a-day bonus is paid. 

Concerned over supplies for 
American offshore bases in the 
West Indies, the Maritime Com- 
mission set noon yesterday as the 
deadline for submission of the dis- 
pute to arbitration. When the 
union refused to arbitra*e and 
threatened a general strike, the 
commission acted. 

Five hours after Capt. Granville 
Conway, district director of the 
commission, stepped aboard the 
three Alcoa freighters at Wee- 
hawken, N. J., and took them over 
in the name of the United States, 
the union announced it was willing 
to submit the dispute to arbitra- 
tion, but only on condition that 
the arbitrators take into account 
the union’s proposal that a $60 
monthly bonus be paid to seamen 
plying West Indies waters. 

Capt. Conway said the commis- 
gion would decide within 48 hours

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
William H. Davis, chairman of the 
Defense Mediation Board, an- 
nounced today that striking em- 
ployes of “captive” coal mines sup- 
plying fuel for major steel com- 
panies would return to work Mon- 
day pending settlement of their 
dispute with the operators.

Aurora Borealis Hampers Telegraph 
In Large Part of U. S.; Blocks Radio 


Display of Northern Lights in Some Sections| © 
as Bright as Moon — Cable Lines to 
Europe Disturbed. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
By way of denial, the northeast- 
ern part of the continent was not 
bombarded last night. There was 
no rainbow at night. The Dodg- 
ers-Pirates baseball game was not 
shut off the air by a Dodger fan 
as the Pirates scored four runs. 
There were no kittens on the keys 
of teletype machines. There were 
no anti-aircraft maneuvers any-

Display Visible All Night at St.

The second successive appear- 
ance last night of the aurora bore- 
alis, commonly known asthe north- 
ern lights, provided an interesting 
spectacle, but played havoc inter- 
mittently with telegraph and radio 
systems in 8t.

The phenomenon, which resem- 
bled: clouds of white light during 
its periods of peak activity, was 
witnessed by officials at the weath- 
er station and at Lambert St.

M. Maxon Jr. of Memphis, son of 
the Episcopal Bishop of Tennes- 
see, was killed yesterday in a 
crash during a test flight some- 
where in Britain, the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force announced.

Demand for Big Union’s 
Records Dealing With 
Assessments. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP).—A 


investigation of alleged 
violations of the Federal anti- 
racketeering act by persons in the 
motion picture industry was dis- 
closed today in United States Is- 
trict Court. 

It came to light when a special 
Federal grand jury demanded that 
George E. Browne, indicted preai- 
dent of the International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Employes 
(AFL), produced the union’s books 
and records dealing with the col- 
lection and disbursement of a4 
membership assessment fund. 

Browne and his personal repre 
sentative, William Bioff, West 
Coast labor leader, are scheduled 
to go to trial Oct. 6 on charges of 
extorting $550,000 from four major 
motion picture producers under 
threats to call a strike of key tech- 
nical workers in the industry. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
John Burling said the investigation 
of the union’s financial affairs 
was not related to the case pend- 
ing against Browne and Bioff, al- 
though they were indicted under 
the Anti-Racketeering Act, but 
that it was part of a general in- 
vestigation of alleged violations of 
the act by numerous persons in 
the motion’ picture industry. 
Burling said the books and rec- 
ords demanded by the grand jury 
cover the collection and disburse- 
ment of a special 2 per cent assess- 
ment against weekly salaries of 
approximately 125,000 union mem- 
bers. 

The alliance is one of the most 
powerful unions in the amusement 
world. Burling declined to make 
an estimate of the collection. 

Judge Holland adjourned until 
Monday a decision on a’ motion 
by Browne’s counsel to quash the 
subpenas served on Browne last 
Tuesday for production of the 
records.

Ingersoll. had an hour’s conver- 
sation with Premier Joseph Stalin, 
whom he described as confident, 
direct-speaking and in very good 
health. 

The publisher said he went to 


, Russia to “find out about a lot of 


fears” which one by one had been 
dissipated. 

Transportation now is better 
than a month after war began, 
he said, with no signs of conges- 
tion on the railroads or on the 
six-lane Moscow-Smolensk high- 
way, part of which he traversed. 

There was no sign of civilian 
panic such as preceded the col- 
lapse of France, Ingersoll said. He 
found food adequate and good, 
“certainly in Moscow and in the 
army.” 

He rated the Moscow air raid 
protection as extraordinarily good, 
“as good now after three months 
of war as London had after a 
year, because Moscow profited by 
the London experience.”

Steel Wedge Driven Into Third Army 
Now Threatened With Entrapment 


Defending Second Army Throws Giant En- 
circling Claws About Mechanized Force 
in Louisiana Games. | 


By the Associated Press, 

The mechanized might of Lieut. 
Gen, Ben Lear’s Second Army was 
held impotent today by two giant 
encircling claws of Third Army 
forces that threatened to rip 
through the invaders’ wedge of 
steel and trap hundreds of tanks, 
guns and soldiers in the Louisiana 
war games. 

Gen. Lear’s forces yesterday 
sprung a mighty armored offen- 
sive deep into the unprotected 
flank of the larger Third Army. 
The drive, supported by -clouds of 
bombers and pursuit ships, carried 
75 miles southward near Deridder, 
La., between main Third Army de- 
fense lines. 

But before darkness descended 
over the battlefields of the nation's 
greatest war maneuvers, the tide 
had turned. Before dawn yeste:- 
day, 75 miles to the east of the 
still rolling Second Army, Lieut. 
Gen. Walter Krueger massed de- 
fending troops. His keen-eyed air- 
men spotted the long caravans of 
the invaders and dropped flares, 
heralding the Third Army’s “biz 
push.” 

The first cavalry division of the 


Third Army cut 2 path northward 
along the Texas border, threaten- 
ing the invaders’ rear. At the same 
time, Third Army infantry divi- 
sions struck out northeastward to- 
ward Monroe, La., aiming at com- 
plete encirclement of the Second 
Army’s armored units. 


As darkness approached, infan- 
try and artillery surged northward 
along the Red River to within 15 
miles. of Natchitoches, La., Gen. 
Lear’s mobile headquarters. Quick- 
ly he and his stafr evacuated ‘he 
place and fled to a secret new lo- 
cation. 


With both armies throwing all 
their might into the fray in an 
attempt to gain the first advantage 
in the two-weeks war games, arty 
authorities indicated the struggle 
would cease over the week end. 
New problems for the weary troops 
appeared in the making. 


The troops have been in the field 
since Monday morning. In tha: 
time, some divisions have “fought” 
and hiked more than 100 miles 
while their motor vehicles kept aa 
uninterrupted stream of supplies 
moving.

The Mutual Savings bid, Reise 
said, is in line with the agree- 
ment under’ which Central States 
absorbed the Home Life.

To offset the 
$4,457,568 impairment in Central 
States assets, the Mutual Savings 
bid proposes a lien on the insur- 
ance policies which will raise about 
$5,200,000.

INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT 


WAST ED 


Gains Continued in September, 
Federal Reserve Board 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board an- 
nounced today that new records 
were made in American industrial 


production in August and éarly 
September as factories worked 
overtime to meet defense deliveries 
schedules, 

The board said that in August 
industrial production was rated at 
the record high index figure of 161 
per cent of the 1985-1939 average. 

“Industrial activity increased in 
August and the first half of Sep- 
tember,” the board said. 

The July index was 160 and in 
August, 1940, it wag 124. The index 
is adjusted to take care of sea- 
sonal differences between months. 

In August, the board said: 
“There were sharp further ad- 
vances in the machinery, aircraft, 
shipbuilding and railroad equip- 
ment industries. Lumber produc- 
tion also increased, while furni- 
ture production which had been 
unusually large in July, showed 
less than the customary seasonal 
rise in August. Output of steel 
and non-ferrous metals continued 
at near-capacity rates.” 

Automobile production declined 
because some plants were closed 
to thange to new models. Cotton 
and silk mills showed some reduc- 
tion, but the rayon output re- 
mained at peak levels. The shoe 
output was higher, but was not up 
to the usual seasonal gain. Rubber 
consumption decreased because of 
governmental restrictions. 

Crude petroleum production set 
a record, and other mineral output 
was unusually large,

It is pretty generally accepted 
that a determined attack will pene- 
trate any linear defense.

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COAST DEFENSE—OR PORK? 

Lieut. Col. Thomas R. Phillips, who has frequently 
raised important questions about our defense policy 
and illuminated them with his remarkable learning 
in military affairs, has written a challenging article 
in Army Ordnance, a magazine well known in mili- 
tary circles. This is what he says about coast de- 
fenses: em ) 
Even if the United States had no harbor de- - 
fenses, it would be impregnable to. invasion. 
And this still would be true if our navy were 
inferior to that of an invading Power. in spite 
of this, a great program of harbor defense con- 
struction is proposed and is partly under way. 

One wonders if this program has been devised 


with full realization of the ability of air pow- - 
er to perform many functions of harbor defense 


installations. 
The United States is about to build harbor 


defenses to make the country secure for 50 years 
to come, Is this really looking forward or are 
the harbor defenses being provided to cover the 
50 years which have passed? 


Having asked the question, Col. Phillips goes on 
to search out an answer. In this search, he con- 
siders the. facts of the British campaign in Norway. 
What defenses the Germans had in the Norwegian 
ports were natural; there was nothing remotely re- 
sembling a fortification at any one of them. Yet 
the British, with all advantages save one, were de- 
feated and had to give up Norway as a lost cause. 
This one advantage which the British did not have 
was control of the air. Air power was on the side 
of the Germans and this gave them a more certain 
protection of the ports and harbors than fortifica- 
tions. 

Col. Phillips says quite frankly that any functions 
of coast defenses as protectors of the civilian pop- 
ulation against invasion can now he much better 
performed by bombing.planes. This, he says, leaves 
shore fortifications with one remaining utility, 
namely, to guard harbors and industrial areas 
against “hit-and-run” naval raids. And this is a 
threat which Col. Phillips very sharply discounts 
because of the broad oceans which lie on each side of 
the North American continent. 

It may be asked whether Col. Phillips’ branch of 
military service explains his position. That is, does 
he bring the bias, for example, of an air service of- 
ficer or a cavalryman to the question? Not at all. 
He is a Coast Artillery staff officer and until his re- 
cent assignment in charge of military intelligence in 
the key defense post of San Juan, Puerto Rico, had 


devoted his military career to coast and harbor de-. 


fenses. Thus, obviously, no sentimental loyalty or 
prejudice against another branch of the service is at 
the bottom of Col. Phillips’ stand. 

Here, then, is another fair question about our de- 
fense program. Should these millions be poured into 
land fortifications along the Atlantic coast when 
lesser sums spent on planes would provide a 
stronger, surer, more certain harbor and coast de- 
fense? 

Col. Phillips wants to know if these expenditures 
look forward or are being “provided to cover the 50 
years which- have passed.”

War, Limited 


The Mirror

President. seems to believe he can defeat Hitler by a “limited” 
war, former intimate Roosevelt adviser writes; President’s “habit 
of mind,” his previous policies and recent pledges indicate-such 
a method; says its success or failure is now “in the fiand of God.”

HE policy announced by the President 
T in his speech of Sept. 11 rests upon a 

simple proposition. It is that a nation 
can undertake, under certain circumstances, 
and for good and sufficient reason, a state 
of belligerency which may conveniently be 
called a ‘“limited” war. 

No one but the President himself can 
know all that is in his mind. The ultimate 
and half-realized chain of purposes which 
lies behind such a decision as that which 
he has announced is difficult even for the 
man himself to determine. 

But enough has happened in these past 
few years to justify a guess now. And that 
guess is that the President bélieves he can 
tip the balance and achieve the defeat of 
Hitler without taking thé United States 
all the way into this war. 

He has therefore challenged those who 
have persistently said that you cannot have 
a limited war any more than a man can 
have a limited case of typhoid fever. 

The President’s ultimate purposes are of 
the first importance to us all in this in- 
stance. For that reason it is profitable to 
speculate a bit on what those purposes may 
be at the present writing. So let us look at 


the evidence. 
. * . 


The first and most important clew is 
that the idea of limited war conforms with 
the President’s habit of mind in connec- 
tion with other public policies. — 

Wilson, like the prophets of old, dealt 
only in great wholesale choices. He did not 
make piecemeal choices from day to day. 
He set long straight lines and, in spite of 
immediate situations, steered along them. 

Roosevelt does not do that. He has spok- 
en of his Treasury policy in terms of a “24- 
hour policy.” He has described his methods 
in the first days of the New Deal as those 
of a “quarterback.” He often has long- 
time objectives in mind, but changes his 
method from step to step. 

And to give him all credit, it must be 
said that there have been times when this 
method has been brilliantly successful. 

The second reason for believing that the 
idea of a limited war figures in the Presi- 
dent's calculations is that it has been pri- 
vately supported by many whose nearness 
to the President suggests most paintedly 
that they have shaped their views in line 
with his own, 

These inner-council witnesses have said a 
great' deal about giving decisive aid in this 
war without all-out participation. For a 
year, they have-been talking about limiting 
our shooting to an occasional] fray in the 


Atlantic, or a limited use of our navy, our 


air force and the like. 

The third reason is that such a theory 
makes intelligible the President's promises 
in the campaign of 1940 to American 
fathers and mothers that their boys “are 
not going to be sent into any foreign wars.” 
This promise might be kept in a war in 
which our participation is limited. 

A fourth piece of evidence is the course 
of our foreign policy, since the 


the President can command under our con- 
stitutional system. 

There is an area of belligerency which, in 
the nature of things, is the President’s. 
But there is an area which, by constitution- 
al mandate and tradition, belongs to Con- 


gress. 

Public opinion is a powerful factor, too. 
And entrance into waf on an all-out basis 
might involve a d and dangerous dif- 
ference of opinion, it is agreed by both iso- 
lationists and interventionists. 

A limited war might prevent that issue 
from becoming unbearably acute. 

The Constitution, that in so many ways 
admirably anticipated the problems and 
difficulties in human government, did what 
it could in this matter of the issue of war 
and peace. But it fell considerably short of 
@ perfect solution, and it is doubtful if 
there could be a perfect solution. 

The President conducts foreign affairs 
and commands the armed forces. Through 
these powers, he can create situations in 
which Congress, in order to save the na- 
tional honor, must sustain him. But a 
venturesome President is, to a degree, al. 
ways restrained by the constitutional pow- 
er of Congress to declare war. 

The. best that this vague confusion of 
power can insure is that, in foreign affairs, 
the President and Congress are encour- 
aged to work fairly closely together. The 
present situation clearly calls for increased 
collaboration of that sort.

But' it 
cannot too often be stressed that arguing 
from historical precedent is always danger- 
ous, and it is especially dangerous in this 
case. 

A thousand possibilities face .us, and no 
man with honesty can pretend to the role 
of a prophet. There are involved the ulti- 
mate end of Hitler’s Russian venture, Hit- 
ler’s own weighing of the balance between 
permitting our supplies to reach England 
and bringing our armed might into the 
field against him, and the reaction of Amer- 
ican public opinion to the events that may 
be in store in the Atlantic. 

At the moment, opinion is far from being 
at that white heat that will push the exec- 
utive or Congress further than either may 
wish to go. On the contrary, it is sharply 
divided as to what our course should be 
in terms of active military or naval partic- 
ipation. 

Finally, there is also involved in the at.

Darrow outlined the program as 
follows:. - 

Food goals for each state were 
drawn up by Federal authorities 
this week. They recommend spe- 
cific increases in meats and dairy 
products and certain reductions in 
crops such as wheat and cotton. — 

Example of What Is Wanted. 

In Minnesota, for example, the 
principal goals include an increase 
of 688,000,000 pounds of milk, 15,- 
000,000 dozen eggs and 81,000,000 
pounds of beef and veal cattle. The 
State has been asked to reduce its 
wheat by 100,000 acres. 

A Minnesota defense council, or- 
ganized by the Department of Ag- 
riculture, will break down the 
State quotas by counties and the 
defense boards then will carry out 
the farm-to-farm canvass. 

e plan sheet which each farm- 
of is asked to fill out is similar to 

previous AAA questionnaires 
on wheat and corn acreage, but 
this time covers the acreage of 
every crop, the breeding of all ani- 
mals or fowl] and the production of 
milk. It represents the farmer’s 
work plans for 1942. 

The defense boards will attempt 
to show the farmer he can co- 
operate with the Government at no 
loss to himself by changing, for 
example, some wheat land to fod- 
der. 

There are no penalties involved, 
patriotism and.profits are the 
oniy appeals. 

Will Stress Better Feeding. 

Since the principal lease-lend 
requirement is for more meat and 
milk, and since animals cannot be 
bred so quickly, ‘the boards will 
stress better feeding. 

An extra pint of milk each day 
from every cow would meet the 
dairy needs of the defense pro- 
gram, Darrow said. Boards will 
stress that this extra pint can 
be gained by special feeding, 
though the last pint of milk may 
cost a little more. More pork and 
eggs likewise will come from bet- 
ter feed. 

By Dec. 1 the boards will re- 


port how much extra food their | 


farmers have agreed to produce.

July Exports at Highest Level of 
the Year. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP). 
-—The Department of Commerce 
said today large shipments of lease- 
“lend food and other supplies to 
England increased United States 
exports in July to the highest level 
of the year. 

Food exports, particularly, 
jumped in July, although they had 
been declining almost steadily since 
the war began. Food shipments 
totaled $46,000,000, more than dou- 
ble the monthly average so far this 
year, and included $11,000,000 of 
meat, $6,000,000 of lard, $9,000,000 
of dairy products and $4,000,000 of 
eggs. The department no longer 
gives the destination of individual 
commodities but indicated nearly 
all of this food went to England 
under lease-lend aid. 

July reports so far available 
show that exports totaled $359,000,- 
000, but the department said delay 
in filing and tabulating export 
documents made it inadvisable to 
accept this as a final figure for 
comparison with other months. 
However, the figure compared with 
$329,737,000 in June and $316,669,- 
000 in July of last year. 

Imports declined slightly to 
$277,847,000, compared with $279,- 
536,000 in June and $232,393,000 in 
July, 1940, 

For the first seven months of 
the year, exports totaled $2,445,- 
676,000, imports $1,871,944,000, and 
the expert excess woh $573,732,000. 

In the similar period last year, 
exports were $2,381,056,000, im- 
ports $1,526,455,000, and the export 
excess was $854,601,000. 

Aeronautic exports showed little 
change in July. Compared with 
June, shipments of airplanes in- 

creased from 352 to 360, but ship- 
ments of airplane engines de- 
‘clined from 478 to 298.

The chief 
fatalities from whooping cough come from its complications 
or sequels, such as pneumonia. Because of its hazardous 
character in babies, therefore, we should inoculate infants 
against whooping cough, as well as diphtheria and smallpox. 
Those are the dangerous three disease which your doctor can 


readily eliminate as causes for parental] worry and children’s

Dessert Made

y-OW vineyards are fragrant 
with the warm purple scent of 

* the grapes, and if you haven't 
already been busy with your pre- 
serving kettle, .it’s high time you 
made use of some of the piles of 
luscious grapes’ which are so 
abundant and economical. Today’s 
Royal Purple Bavarian, as sumptu- 
ous in color as it is in flavor, is 
one of the dishes in which you can 
use inexpensive, nutritious evapo- 
rated milk instead of whipped 
cream, No one will be any the wis- 
er unless you choose to proudly 
point out to them how well evap- 
orated milk whips and how rich 


and fluffy it makes the dessert. 


Royal Purple Bavarian. 

One and a quarter pounds Con- 
cord grapes, one tablespoon gela- 
tine, one-half cup sugar, two-thirds 
cup evaporated milk, chilled, pinch 
Salt, one teaspoon lemon juice. 

Wash grapes, discarding any bad 
cnes, and remove stems, Place in 
a large saucepan and crush 
slightly with a wire potato mash- 
er; then add one tablespoon water 
and heat ‘slowly until the juice 
flows freely. Then press through a 
sieve, both juice and pulp. There 
should be one and one-third cups 
of juice and puree. Meanwhile soak 
gelatine in two tablespoons cold 
water and melt it over hot water. 
Stir gelatine and sugar in the 
hot puree. Whip milk until foamy 
with rotary egg beater; add salt 
and lemon juice and continue beat- 
ing until it stands in peaks. Fold 
in the cooked grape mixture and 
chill in the refrigerator until con- 
gealed. (Canned or bottled grape 
juice may be used instead of the 
fresh grape puree, in which case 
use one and a half cups of juice 
and one-half cup evaporated milk. 
Quantity of sugar and lemon juice 
may be adjusted to suit the taste.) 
Four to five servings.

His Contract

N certain types of hands the de- 

clarer’s one objective should be to 

maintain control of the trump 


suit. I refer to a hand such as. 
the following:

a hearts Pass 

South chose his three-club rebid 
in the hope that North might be 
able to respond with three dia- 
monds on any five-card suit. As it 
happened, five diamonds would 
have been easy, but, for that mat- 
ter, so should the four-heart con- 
tract, 

West opened the spade king and 
continued with the ace. Declarer 
quite overlooking the danger signal 
inherent in his own short trump 
suit, ruffed and led his three re- 
maining trumps, his one hope be- 
ing that the outstanding trumps 
had originally been divided 3-3. In 
that case he would be able to cash 
in all four trump ‘<ricks, four clubs 
and the two top diamonds. Unfor- 
tunately for him, the more normal 
break existed. East 
ruffed the third lead of clubs and 
returned a spade. Now West 
could run off his spade suit, while 
declarer had to discard impotent- 
ly. Thus the contract was down 
two tricks. 

How different it would have been 
if South had realized the futility 
of ruffing the second (or third) 
spade. lead. It should have been 
absolutely clear that 10 tricks were 
in sight merely by conceding three 
spade tricks to the enemy, discard- 
ing low diamonds from the South 
hand on the second and third 
rounds. Now dummy would be 
out of spades and dummy’s trumps 
would protect South from a force. 
Declarer would be able to control 
any lead West chose to make to the 
fourth trick, draw trumps, and cash 
all his high cards. In view of the 
fact that declarer could never hope 
to take more than 10 tricks, ever if 
he found the extremely favorable 
3-3 trump break, it goes without 
saying that the insurance play de- 
scribed should have been used, 

This hand offers the simplest 
possible illustration of the virtue 
of conceding to the enemy those 
tricks which declarer can well af- 
ford to concede, and which “be 
long to them” in any case.

Use of Coffee

ARTICLE SIX. 


LAIN tea or coffee (without 
P cream and without sugar) are 

not fattening and do not have 
to be rationed. If you desire coffee 
at dinner, drink it black; then 
take your milk at bedtime. 

Salt your foods as usual. Instead 
of forbidden mayonnaise and olive 
oil on salads, vinegar or lemon 
juice may be used. 

Water: Drink six to eight glasses 
daily but take only a moderate 
amount at meal time. 

Buttered vegetables: Vegetables 
should come to the table without 
butter if possible. Then, you can 
add butter to them from your day’s 
allowance. 

Skimmed milk or buttermilk 
may occasionally be substituted for 
plain whole milk, but if this is 
done habitually it may be advisable 
to have your doctor recommend a 
vitamin A preparation.

Blue Damson Preserves 


Four pounds plums, one-half cup 
water, eight cups granulated sugar 
(four pounds), 

Wash plums, discarding any im- 
perfect ones; the seeds and skins 
are left on in damson preserves 
for this contributes much to the 
fine flavor. (There should be 
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FOR ALL THE FAMILY! 
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three quarts plums). Put plums 
and water into a heavy preserving 
kettle (at least two-gallon capac- 
ity), and pour sugar on top. Heat 
slowly at first and stir gently every 
few minutes until the sugar is dis- 
solved. Increase heat and cook 
rather briskly for about 10 min- 
utes. Again reduce heat just sim- 
mering until the syrup give the 
jelly test. The entire cooking pe- 
riod requires about 50 minutes.
